WASHINGTON — The long-awaited report from 
special counsel Robert Mueller details abundant 
evidence against President Donald Trump — 
finding 10 episodes of suspicious behavior — 
but ultimately concludes it was not Mueller’s 
role to determine whether the commander 
in chief broke the law by obstructing justice.
